Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December  1957. 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
is  2,320,  very  similar  to  that  for  1956  (2,330);  the  births 
numbered  34#  a reduction  on  1956  when  there  were  51  births  and 
the  rate  at  13.92  is  lov/er  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  at 
16.10.

Deaths  numbered  25,  practically  the  sane  as  in  the 
previous  year  (26)  and  the  death  rate  at  13.47  is  higher  than 
the  National  rate  at  11.50. 

There  were  two  infantile  deaths,  the  same  number  as 
in  the  year  1956,  the  cause  of  death  being: - 

1.  Prematurity,  within  16  hours  of  birth  at  Greenbank 
Hospital,  Darlington, 

2.  Miliary  Tuberculosis  - the  only  T.B.  death  in  the 
District  in  1957. 

Once  again  there  were  no  maternal  deaths’  to  record 
during  the  yearj  the  chief  cause  of  death  was  heart  disease  (lO), 

4 deaths  from  vascular  lesions  of  the  norvous  system,  2 deaths 
from  cancer  (the  sane  as  in  1956),  1 from  bronchitis,  but  no 
deaths  from  pneumonia, 

A total  of  63  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  in 
the  year,  52  of  which  were  Measles,  which  was  epidemic  during  the 
first  half  of  the  year  with  pealc  incidence  in  the  months  of  January, 
May  and  June  and  scattered  throughout  the  District,  Five  cases  of 
Whooping  Cough  all  occurred  in  the  old  Dalton  R.A.F.  hutments,  and 
similarly  5 cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  also  all  occurred  there.  There 
was  one  notification  of  Influenzal  Pneumonia  in  November,  again  in 
R.A.F.  hutment  area. 

Four  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  all  in  one 
family  and  sited  in  the  old  Dalton  hutments j the  child  dying  from 
Miliary  Tuberculosis  was  a member  of  this  family. 

Immunization  again^^Poliomyelitis  was  continued  in  the 
area  during  tie  year  but  was  limited  to  smaller  groups  of  children 
owing  to  the  limited  supply  of  vaccine  available.

Council;  this  is  attended  by  a local  practitioner  and  the  District 
Nurse,  full  advantage  being  taken  of  the  facilities  offered.

Section  27.  Ambulance  Service.  This  service  is  provided  by  the 
County  Coxincil  from  the  Ambulance  Station  at  Richmond  which  has  a 
staff  of  one  Driver/Foreman,  one  Shift  Leader  and  5 Driver/attendants, 
and  covers  the  Districts  of  Richmond  Borough,  Rural  Districtsof  Richmond, 
Croft,  Reeth  and  Startforth. 
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Section  23 • Prevention  of  Illnesg«  Care  and  After-Care . 

The  work  of  vaccination  and  imnunisation,  together  with  the  advice 
spread  by  those  working  in  the  Public  Health  Service,  Doctors,  Nurses, 
Inspectors  etc,  must  all  have  a beneficial  effect  on  the  general  health 
of  the  contTunity. 

Section  29.  Donestic  Help  Service.  No  calls  for  domestic  help  were 
received  during  1957, 

Section  51.  Mental  Health.  No  committee  in  the  District  and  no  case 
aroso  during  1957  as  in  the  past  three  years. 

No  cases  in  the  District 
arose  during  the  year.

The  public  health  work  of  the  District  has  been  carried  out  as  usual 
and  I now  express  my  thanks  to  Mr,  Coxlins,  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
Mr.  Words,  Assistant  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  their  kind  co-operation 
at  all  times  and  for  the  remainder  of  this  Report  which  they  have  compiled. 

Social  Conditions  and  Employment.  The  area  is  primarily  an  agricultural 
one  with  scattered  sand  and  gravel  quarries. 

There  is  a disued  War-time  R.  A.  F,  Station  with  hutted  sites  adjacent, 
some  of  which  are  still  occupied  by  squatters  as  terporary  housing  quarters, 
special  reference  to  this  is  made  later  in  the  report. 

The  general  high  level  of  employment  in  agriculture  and  other  industries 
in  the  area  covered  by  the  Croft  Rural  District  Council  showed  little  change 
throughout  the  year  1957.  The  opportunities  for  steady  employment  for 
skilled  and  physically  fit  unskilled  workers  vrere  generally  readily  available 
during  the  period. 

Existing  Water  Supply.  The  Tees  Valley  Water  Board  provides  a piped  water 
supply  in  the  major  part  of  the  rural  district.  The  parishes  served  are 
Clcasby,  Cliffe,  Manfield,  Stapleton  and  part  of  Croft,  During  the  year 
part  of  Croft  parish  hitherto  in  the  Council's  area  of  supply  was  added  to 
Richmond  Rural  District  Council  for  supply  purposes,  A bulk  supply  from 
this  authority  also  serves,  through  a private  main,  port  of  the  parish  of 
Over  Dinsdole,  The  Council  take  a bulk  supply  from  the  Tees  Valley  Water 
B card  for  part  of  the  parish  of  Dalton  on  Tees  and  from  Richmond  Rural  District 
Council  for  the  Temporary  Housing  Sites  (ex  R,  A.  F.  Station)  situated  in 
part  of  the  parishes  of  Dalton  on  Tees  and  Croft, 

The  parish  of  Barton  is  supplied  by  a private  undertaking.  This 
supply  originates  underground  in  the  parish  of  Melsonby  in  the  adjacent 
Rural  District  of  Richmond  and  follows  a line  of  an  adit  from  disused  mine 
' workings  being  piped  from  a distance  of  approximately  50  yards  to  a sur^ 
near  the  entrance.  It  is  piped  from  here  to  a reservoir  situated  in  the 
parish  of  Barton.  The  reservoir  is  constructed  of  engineering  bricks  with 
done  concrete  roof  and  holds  approximately  25,000  gallons.  From  the  res- 
ervoir situated  in  the  hillside  above  the  disused  lime  quarry  at  Barton  the 
water  is  piped  in  a 3”  0,1.  main  to  the  village  and  some  of  the  distribution 
pipes  are  of  galvanised  iron  water  tube.  The  supply  vas  originally  in  the 
hands  of  the  Barton  Limestone  Corpany,  but  is  now  the  property  of  the  quarry 
Owner,  the  exors.  of  the  late  Mr.  Eggleston,  Conplalnt  has  been  made  in 
previous  reports  regarding  the  purity  of  this  supply.  Some  years  ago  the 
Medical  Officer,  with  the  Bacteriologist  from  an  adjacent  Public  Laboratory  and 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  carefully  examined  the  headworks  but  could 
find  little  reason  for  the  contamination  that  was  indicated  in  the  bacteriol- 
ical  samples  taken  about  that  time.  It  was  decided  to  keep  a reasonable 
check  on  the  supply  to  see  the  condition  did  not  deteriorate.  During  the 
year  analysis  of  samples  gave  rise  to  concern  regarding  the  degree  of  pollution 
and  the  Council,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Medioal  Officer  decided  to 
advise  the  public  to  boil  all  wrter  for  human  consumption. 
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At  the  same  tine  it  was  felt  that  it  could  be  improved  if  chlorination 
was  carried  out.  The  Ov;ner  was  very  r eluctant  to  e^rpend  money  for  this 
purpose  which  he  felt  would  only  interfere  with  the  palatability  of  the 
supply  and  it  was  hoped  that  the  Council  might  at  some  futui*e  date  be  able 
to  acquire  it. 

Particulars  of  analyses  are  indicated  at  the  end  of  this  section. 

General.  The  m ains  supplies  from  the  statutory  undertakings  are,  I under- 
stand, satisfactory,  both  in  quality  and  quantity.  In  the  parishes  of 
Newton  Morrell  and  Girsby  as  well  as  outlying  parts  of  all  parishes  there  is 
no  n ains  supply.  In  those  places  the  occupiers  are  served  by  springs  and 
wells  and  bore  holes.

l^ater  Srrrplea.  31  samples  were  taken  of  the  Barton  water  supply,  of  those 
one  was  Class  III  and  30  v/ere  Class  T'i , ' . 

Twenty-six  samples  were  teken  from  variour:  private  premises  in  the  area 
of  which^2  were  Class  I,  2 were  Class  II,  i was  Class  III  and  11  were  Class  IV. 
Cf  these  Class  IV  and  One  Class  III  v/ere  from  a well  which  has  now  had  a main 
supply.  Two  Class  IV,  two  Class  II  and  four  Glass  I were  in  connection  with  a 
farm  supply  from  a spring*  Two  Class  TV  wore  from  another  farm  supply  under 
review.  One  of  the  Class  I samples  was  from  a iriains  supply  in  connection  with 
illness  in  the  house. 


Proposed  Schemes.  During  the  year  the  Council  were  pleased  to  hear  that  a new 
private  supply  was  to  be  made  to  farms  at  Eryholme.  It  nay  be  possible  to 
arrange  for  an  extension  of  this  supply  to  serve  the  adjacent  haklet. 

In  connection  with  the  Barton  water  supply,  it  is  becoming  obvious  that  the 
Council  will  have  to  seek  an  alternative  means  of  supply.  This  village  is 
in  the  Council’s  own  area  of  supply  and  it  can  be  served  by  an  extension  of  the 
water  mains  of  the  Tees  Valley  Water  Board  or  Richmond  Rural  District  Council. 

S_ewerage  ant;!  Sewage  Disposal.  The  villages  of  Barton  and  Stapleton  have  each 
combined  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  systems.  At  Cleasby,  Etyholne,  Manfield 
and  Dalton  tliere  are  combined  sewers  which  discharge  without  proper  treatment 
to  ditches.  In  the  remaining  parishes  of  Newton  Morrell,  Cliff e,  Girsby,  and 
Over  Dinsdale,  no  public  sewer  is  available,  although  there  are  only  a few 
scattered  dwelling  houses  in  these  parishes.  In  all  the  parishes  many  houses 
have  their  on./n  cesspools,  some  with  filters,  about  which  no  complaints  are  re- 
ceived. The  Council  periodically  flush  and  clean  sowers  and  tanks  at  Barton 
and  Staploton  and  the  combined  sewers  at  Manfield  and  Dalton. 

Tlve  village  of  Croft  is  served  by  a new  Sewerage  and  Sewage  works  which 
was  completed  on  the  15th  October  1954*  The  total  number  of  properties  served 
by  tnei  sewor  is  67  of  which  74  cornected  to  the  sev^/er. 

The  temporary  housing  sites  at  Groft  and  Dalton  (ai;-3uscd  R.  A.  F.  hutments) 
are  properly  drained.  W.  Cc  being  provided  in  aJLl  hutments  and  tw^o  modern 
Sewage  Disposal  VJorks  are  maintained  by  an  Attendant  appointed  by  the  Council 
(as  Agent  fcr  the  Minip**"^  wf  Hf»nlth). 


The  Council  do  not  undortalco  the  einptying  of  private  cesspools  in  the  area 
but  on  request  arrangenents  are  nade  for  the  hire  of  the  Darlington  Rural 
District  Council’s  machine  v;hich  carries  out  this  work  at  an  hourly  cost  of  2l/», 

Barton  Sewerane  and  Sewage  Disposal.  In  1956  the  Council  received  a letter 
from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  indicating  their  willingness 
to  considqpthe  above  scheme  estimated  to  cost  £15,300.  Particulars  of  the 
scheme  were  advertised  and  application  for  consent  to  raise  a loan  was  made. 

Later  in  the  year  the  Ministry’s  Inspector  visited  to  investigate  the  scheme. 

The  Ministry  indicated  certain  requirements  in  connection  with  access  and  dis- 
posal of  sludge  and  these  were  dealt  with  by  the  Consultant.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  Council  will  be  able  to  talcc  tenders  for  this  work  next  year. 

Manfield  Sewerage  and  Sowage  Disposal.  The  Consultant’s  detailed  report  has 
still  not  been  received  in  connection  with  the  above.  A preliminary  report 
indicated  the  estimated  cost  would  be  in  the  region  cf  £6,200  was  accepted  in  194S. 

Cleasby.  Stapleton  and  Dalton  SeweraK^e  and  Sewage  Disposal.  Preliminary  reports 
were  received  and  accepted  for  these  schemes  in  1943  and  the  estimated  costs  wore 
then  £7,950,  £7,000  and  £3,300  respectively.  No  further  instructions  have  been 
given  regarding  the  preparation  of  detailed  reports  and  final  plans  etc. 

Closet  Accommodation.  During  the  year  C privies  were  converted  into  W.Cs.  as 
compared  with  7 in  1956.  The  Council  do  not  pay  a grant  towards  the  cost  of 
W.G.  Conversions.  In  1953  the  Council  considered  a report  from  their  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  regarding  a suggestion  that  grants  be  made  towards  closet 
conversions.  The  Council  decided  not  to  make  contributions  under  Section  47 
v4)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Scavenging.  Public  scavenging  is  carried  out  in  the  parishes  of  Croft,  Barton, 
llowbon  Morrell,  Cleasby,  Cliff e,  Manfield,  Dalton,  Elryholme  and  Stapleton  while 
..n  the  parish  of  Over  Dinsdale  it  is  carried  out  once  a month.  The  total  cost 
during  the  year  was  £362.  The  temporary  housing  sites  in  the  parishes  of 
Croft  and  Dalton  are  scavenged  once  a week  by  the  same  Contractor  at  an  in- 
cJ.UvSive  cost  of  l/4i‘  per  bin,  which  ore  supplied.  There  are  no  refuse  tips 
belonging  to  the  Council  in  the  area,  the  Contractor  has  to  find  his  own  means 
of  disposej  and  is  tipping  at  Stapleton  on  a private  tip. 

If.intenance  of  Council  Sewage  Works.  The  Council  employs  one  man  to  deal  with 
tbo  tomporary  housing  sites  at  Croft  and  Dalton.  This  person  makes  daily  visits 
to  bhe  new  Pumping  Station  at  Croft  and  does  other  maintenance  work  as  required 
in  the  various  parishes. 

The  emptying  of  the  Council's  cesspools  attached  to  other  Sewage  Works  in 
t/io  area  are  carried  out  regularly  by  the  hiring  of  a cesspool  emptier  from  the 
Darlington  Rural  District  Council.  This  is  available  as  required. 

IjS’-ers  and  Streams.  River  Pollution  and  Prevention.  During  the  year  the  Wear 
aid  Tees  River  Board  who  are  responsible  for  the  prevention  of  pollution  on  the 
r.'.vers  and  streoiiis  in  the  area  have  continued  to  work  in  close  co-operation  with 
the  Departmejnt.  Copies  of  analyses  of  effluents  from  the  Council’s  works  where 
they  are  likely  to  affect  the  rivers  and  streams  are  sent  to  us  periodically. 

Ti;e  Pollution  Officer  of  the  Wear  and  Tees  River  Board  is  kept  advised  as  to  the 
position  regarding  our  new  schemes  for  sewage  and  sewerage  disposal  and  of  any 
inprovemeats  carried  out  to  our  existing  works. 

In  1956  tho  beck  at  Barton  overflowed  and  caused  flooding  to  some  five  houses. 

The  Council  considered  a Report  from  the  Engineer  of  the  Wear  and  Tees  River  Board  '• 
regarding  th*e  cost  of  preventive  measiires.  This  was  considered  prohibitive  and 
tho  riparian  owners  were  asked  to  clean  out  this  part  of  the  beck  themselves.

The  hutments  as 
11‘entioned  in  previous  reports  were  adapted  for  temporary  housing  purposes 
on  the  sites,  each  family  having  a self-contained  \init  of  housing,  com- 
prisi  ng  from  one  to  three  bedrooms  and  living  rooms  coc^lete  with  cooking 
stove  and  piped  water  supply  over  a sink.  There  is  also  a laundry  house 
and  sanitary  accommodation.  The  sites  contain  brick  built  hutments  with 
asbestos  roof,  and  felted  plasterboard  huts  with  corrugated  galvanised  iron 
roofs,  all  of  which  are  properly  drained  and  sewered.
